The seventh resolution relates to a subject embraced in a bill now under

Sir, that is so evident, and has been so clearly shown by the debate which 
has already taken place on the subject, that I bav^ not now occasion to add 
another word.

Apd &h. Snolvid, That Congreis has do power to prohibic or obstruct the trade in 
slaves between the slaTeholdin^ states; but Qui the admiBiion or ezctuBion of slarw 
brought Irom one into another of them, depends exclusively upon Qielr own paiticolar 
laws.

&T, I might, I think — although I believe thi 
equal amount of concession and forbearance onb 
the free states of the North a more liberal anii 
should be asked from the slave states. And wt 
men Senators of Che free Btat«a, what is it? An 
sentiment, if yon please, of humanity and philan 

when directed rightly, with no sinister or party ^^^^^y,^, »^ ^^^.^^ .»„- 
timent — a detestable sentiment — or rather the abuse of it-— when directed to 
the accomplishment of unworthy purposes. I said that I might ask from 
you l»rger and more expansive concessions, than from the slave states. And 
why ? You are numerically more powerful than the slave states. Not that 
there is any difference — for upon that subject I cannot go along with the 
ardent expression of feeling by some of my friends coming from the same 
clab of states from which I come-^not that there is any difference in valor, 
in prowess, in noble and patriotic daring, whenever it ie required for the 
safety and salvation of the country, between the people of one class of states 
and those of the other. You are, infpoint of numbers, however, greater; 
and greatness and magnanimity should ever be allied. 

But there are other reasons why concession upon such a subject as thia 
should be more liberal, more expansive, coming from the free than from the 
slave staten. It is, as I remarked, a sentiment, a sentiment of humanity and 
philanthropy, on your side. Ay, sir, and when a sentiment of that kind is 
honestly and earnestly cherished, with a disposition to make sacrifice! to en- 
force it, it is a noble and beauUful sentiment;, but, sir, when the sacrifice i^ 
not to be made by those who cherish that sentiment and inculcate it, but by
